The present attack on Port Arthur Is 
the eighth within three weeks. 

The various attacks were made as fol- 
lows: 

Feb. 8-0—Three Russian vessels were dis- 
abled by Japanese torpedo boats at Port 
Arthur. A genera) engagement between 
the hostile fleets and bombardment of Port 
Arthur followed in the forenoon, in which 
four more Russian warships were sunk or 
Uisa bled. 

Feb. 14—Attack on Port Arthur by Jap- 
anese torpedo boats. 

Feb. 22—Japanese captured four Russian 
torpedo boats at Port Arthur. 

eb. 24—The Japanese fleet towed four 
hulks, laden with stone, into the harbor 
of Port Arthur, and sunk them in the chan- 
nel. 

‘Feb, 25—Admiral Togo’s fleet made an- 
other attack om the Russian warships and 
forts at Port Arthur. 

Feb. 26—-The Japanese fleet again at- 
tacked Port Arthut, sinking one Russian 
torpedo boat. 

Feb. 29—Admiral Togo’s fleet made an- 
other attack on Port Arthur. The Russian 
cruiser Askold and a torpedo boat were

NEW YORK, March 2—A _ nine-story 
hotel building in process of construction at 
Forty-sixth street and Sixth avenue col 
lapsed today, following the explosion of a 
boiler, used to run a hoisting engine. 

It is thought fifteen to twenty men were 
buried in the wreck, many of whom are 
supposed to be dead. ’ 
’Y The building in collapsing crashed 
through the kitchen and dining room ‘of 
the Patterson Hotel on West Forty-seventh 
street adjoining in the rear. Both rooms 
were wrecked and a woman guest and a 
waiter were buried in the debris. 

} According to the police, five dead and 25 
injured have already been taken out of the

ruins, All the deed and injured, as far as 
known, were workmen employed on the 
building. 

Coroner Scholer says that 11 men, all 
probably dead, are buried in the ruins. 
Great crowds have gathered and the police 
reserves from all the neighboring stations 
have been summoned. 

As the salvage corps pulled the remnants 
of the west wall screams were heard from 
the ruins, and it is thought a number of 
the injured will be found beneath the side- 
walk on that side. Rev. Father McHinnerty 
ventured down into the wreckage to give 
absolution to the pinfoned men supposed 


to be dying there.

Miss Dreyer has made efforts to secure 
a hearing on the charges against her, but 
this hearing has been arbitrarily refused, 
and her dismissal from the postoffice sery- 
ice has remained in force.

President Joseph F. Smith Before the 
Senate Committee to Tell What He 


Knows of the Charge of Polygamy 
Against Senator Smoot of Utah. 


THE INQUIRY WILL BE 
DEEP AND FAR REACHING 


It Will Determine Whether an Un- 
lawful Religious Influence Is Being 
Exerted in the Political Affairs of 
the State Where Mormons Hold 
Power. . 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—During the 
progress of the Smoot hearing this after- 
noon, President Smith stated that, not- 
withstanding the second revelation, stop- 
ping polygamy, he believed the first revela- 
tion, permitting it, was correct. “‘I cannot 
help my betief,”’ he said. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The investi- 
gation which is to decide whether Reed 
Smoot of Utah is to retain his seat in the 
United States Senate, and tncidentally de- 
fine the political status of the Mormon 
Church; was formally begun today before 
the Senate committee on privileges and 
elections. 

Great interest attaches to the hearing 
becatlse of the dual purpose of the in- 
quiry. Other investigations have been di- 
rected at the rights of certain contestants 
to seats in congress, but never before has 
there been inaugurated an inquiry into 
creeds or politica] factors to determine 
whether an unlawful influence is being ex- 
erted in the political affairs of the nation. 

Such is the nature of the Smoot inquiry 
and at the opening .session today it was 
conceded the hearings would extend over 
several weeks and precipitate a contest in 
which noted legal talent will light every 
inch of the way.

The trial opened with Joseph F. Smith, 
president of the Mormon (¢hurch, the first 
witness, and Franklin S. Richards, a Salt 
Lake attorney. as an adviser of the wit- 
ness. 

The first question asked brought out that 
Mr. Smith is president of the church and 
was born in Utah im 1848 and always has 
been in the church. 

Mr. Tayler asked @{r. Smith if he was 
a ptophet, seer and revelator. 

The witness said he was ‘‘so sustained.’’ 

Further questions along the same line 
brought out the statement that he received 
his powers by reasons of the position he 
holds in the church. He said the apostles 
4 the chucrh were “sustained” in the same 

rs as prophets, seers and revelators. 
le fe Was asked to name his predecessors as 
president of the church and gave them in 
order back to the first president, Joseph 
F. Smith, Jr. The witness said he sus- 
tains the same powers as his predecessors. 

Questions directed to ascertain the busi- 
ness occupations of Mr. Smith in addition 
to the presidency of the church brought 
out the following list of concerns of which 
he is president: Zion Co-operative & Mer- 
cantile Co., with a capital stock of more 
than one million dollars; State Bank of 
Utah.

German Commissioner Took Oppres- 
sive Measures Against African 
Tribe for Theft of Lantern. 


BPRLIN, March 2.—The rising of native 
troops in the Cross and Nsannang river re- 
gion of German Kamerun, West Africa, re- 
sulting in several factories of the North- 
west Kamerun Co. being burned down and 
four Germans killed, was caused by the 
eccentrie conduct of Count Von Pueckler, 
and was directly due to the theft of a lan- 
tern from the ‘Northwestern Kamerun Co. 

Von Pueckler, who was the government's 
district commissioner, was reputed to be a 
quiet and sensible administrator, having 
sound knowledge of native ways and char- 
acter. He formerly was an employe of the 
Nerthwestern Kamerun Co., but recently 
had veen employed by the gov ernment. 

Herr ag eit president of the com y; 
received in December iast a long lietter 
from. Count Von Pueckiler, regarocing the 
stolen lantern, concluding with the asser- 
tion that he intended to make the prop- 
erty of white men respected by burning 
five villages. 

Herr Schoeller inferred from the violence 
of the language of Von Pueckler that the 
latter was deranged and wrote both t 
the count and to the agents of the com- 
pany, commanding that nothing -be done 
over so trivial a matter, saying that the 
company, for the first time, was about to 
pay a dividend, and ad ling that the good 
will of the natives must be cultivated. 

Herr Schoeller's letters arrived too late. 
Count Von Pueckler, with 25 men, tried to 
arrest the head men of one of the vilages, 
but the count was killed and his escort with 
difficulty escaped. During the next few 
days the company’s factories on the Cross 
river were burned down and four agents 
were killed. A punitive expedition has now 
arrived in the hostile district. 

Count Von Pueckler, as appears from in- 
formation subsequently received by Herr 
Schoeller, had recently given way to fits 
of fury against the negroes, attributable to 
the estate of his health as a result of his 
long residence in the hot climate of equa- 
torial West Africa.

From this base the Russian lines extend 
to Port Arthur on the south and to the

In 1894 the Japanese stormed Port Ar- 
thur from the land side, and the forts fell 
into their possession just 28 days after 
the first operations against it began. 

Most accurate information from Port 
Arthur states that already the town is on 
very short rations and that the prices of 
foodstuffs is going higher and higher. 

The Japanese fleet’s repeated attacks 
have produced demoralization among the 
garrison—the soldiers, before the 
war, were loudest in phophesying the 
heroic deeds they would perform. 

The remarkable address of Gen Stoersel 
to his troops in the fortress, explaining 
to them his determination never to sur- 
render, is taken to mean that the general 
regards his situation as most desperate. 


JAPANESE FORCE OF 2400 
MEN NEAR VLADIVOSTOK 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 2.—A _ dis- 
patch from Viadivistok, dated today, says 
that occording to reports received there, 
three Japanese detachments of 800 men 
each recently landed at Chung Chan, Corea, 
about 130 miles north of Won San, with 
the supposed object of reaching the valley 
of the Tumen river and threatening Hun 
(Chun, Manchuria, 9 miles north of the 
Corean boundary and about 8 miles west 
of Vladivostok. 

A fleet of 10 Japanese warships was re- 
cently sighted on the horizon off Viadi- 
vostok. They were believed to be reserve

Attorney-General of Dlinois Will Ap- 
peal From Decision Sustaining 
Rate Agreement.

Can You Beat the Iceman’s Logic? 
Well, Not This Coming 
Summer. 


The “sad news has come. Just as the 
householder and bill-payer was shaking 
himself together and imagining that he felt 
good because the joyous spring was about 
to release him. from the coal man, the ice 
man steps up and “Indians” him. 

“Iee will be no cheaper this summer,” 
Says the ice man. 

“Why? asks the householder. 

“Well, the ice crop this winter was too 
large.’’ 

The householder wondered. He knew it 
was useless, and he didn’t say anything. 
The ice man continued: 

“That seems strange, doesn’t it? 
much of a thing makes it cheaper as a 
rule, but in this case it makes it more dear, 
It cost us too much to gather the ice crop. 
There was such a large amount of it, you 
know. It cost us. more for wages, more 
for buying saws to cut it, and more for 
sawdust to pack it in. No, I really don't 
see how we could take less than we did 
last summer, when we accepted 40 cents a 
hundred:from small buyers and $3.50 a ton 
from those who backed their wagons up 
to the car door and hauled it away. 

The ice man lighted a 50-cent cigar with 
a $5 bill, flicked an imaginary bit of dust 
from his immaculate shirtfront so that 
his diamond ring and diamond stud came 
into dazzling gconjunction, and looked be- 
nign, charitable and comfortable. 

The householder ventured a question, 

“But will that affect manufactured ice?’’ 
he asked. 

“Why, certainly,’’ said the ice man. 
there is too large a supply of natural ice, 
there must be a smaller amount of manu- 
| factured ice; and if there is less manufac- 
tured ice, don't you undérstand, the sup- 
| ply of that commodity is reduced, and, 
naturally, the price is higher. It is mere- 
ly a question of the law of supply and de- 
mand."’

Two states announce damage to their 
winter wheat crop in their March reports 
to the state agricultural bureaus. One of 
these states is Missouri, the other Lllinois. 
In northern section of former state a con- 
siderable area was unprotected by snow 
last month and crop reported damaged, 
but as little alternate thawing and freez- 
ing the roots not thought to be es ee | 
injured, even where top growth kille 
Where wheat sown late in southern sec- 
tions it made little on growth during fall 
and now in poor condition, but in consider- 
able number <¢ northern and western 
counties condition very near an average. 
General condition of crop reported unprom- 
ising in Jilinois as development almost 
entirely suspended during rigorous weath 
er, plant not having entered winter aden 
tavorabie conditions: Much damp, soft 
corn remains in hands of farmers, and 
opinion freely expressed considerable dam- 
age will ensue when weather moderates. 
Cars are searce foy moving grain, and in 
some instances it is spoiling in elevators, 
A matter of concern in many localities is 
seed for planting. Much of the grain was 
immature before garnering and experiment 
has shown that reliable seed will not be 
plentiful. 

In Indiana condition of wheat not en- 
couraging in north and plant thin, short 
and brown with poor prospects in the 
south. Condition fair in south and cen- 
tral Kansas, but unpromising in north, 
Poor to good condition in the territories. 
Little or. no improvement in Tennessee 
and much late planted will be plowed up. 

Broomhall’s foreign crop report says: 
“United Kingdom: France—Weather con- 
tinues to improve. Russia—Wheater mild 
and navigation on rivers reopening. Crop 
Situation about unchanged. Roumania— 
Great deal of snow fallen and crop well 
protected, Italy, Spain-—Still continues too 
much rain for development of plant. Ger- 
many—Sharp changes in temperature dur- 
ing past week caused some anxiety as to 
effect on crops. India—Harvesting com- 
menced and so far no complaints of any 
kind. Australla—Rains have softened the 
ground, which now in good condition for 
plowing.”’ 

Liverpool Wheat— Weakness in American 
cables caused opening decline and a further 
loss, but a sharp reaction occured on large 
influential buying. owing to serious labor 
outlook nm Argentine and the low consols. 
Advance was ‘helped by the scarcity of 
offerings. Corn-~Cheaper American offer- 
ings caused quiet and lower opening, mar- 
ket also affected by weakness in America 
yesterday. During the morning steadied in 
sympathy with wheat. 

Broomhall’'s Argentine agent cables: ‘‘No 
prospects of A settlement of railway strike, 
which has assumed very serious propor- 
tions, traffic being paralyzed.” 

A Terre Haute grain house reports that 
an investigation shows amount of corn held 
along lines of C. &.
